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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Amendments to claims 1, 3-8 and 10 and cancellation of claim 9 are noted. 

2. Objections to the Specification and claim 8 are withdrawn. 

3. Rejection of claims 1 -1 0 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-8 and 10 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest a method for mixing fluidized particles with a 
hydrocarbon feedstream in a fluid catalytic cracker comprising a particle conduit and a 
feed injection zone conduit, wherein the feed injection conduit is non-circular and 
wherein the feed injection conduit and particle conduit have a substantially equal cross- 
sectional area. Specifically, the prior art of record does not teach or render obvious that 
the particle conduit and the non-circular conduit have a substantially equal cross- 
sectional area. 

6. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
